W arning: 
Rough 
Road Ahead 


Editorial - BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
When Congress enacted the $33.8 
billion highway program this year, 
it was properly hailed as the first 
truly modern road plan of the post­ 
war era, and a development cer­ 
tain to add much substance to the 
nation's prosperity. 
Nothing has happened to alter 
this view of it, but certain facts 
are emerging which demonstrate 
rather forcefully that in this in­ 
stance—os in so many—the law­ 
makers did not exactly “pass a 
miracle.” 
In other words, the business of 
translating this huge program into 
rf ality is subject to many impor­ 
tant pitfalls. All kinds of detailed 
difficulties must be surmounted be­ 
fore major progress can be ex­ 
pected. 
Traffic engineers meeting recent­ 
ly in San Francisco laid some of 
the problems out. 
Some states haven’t got the ne­ 
cessary legislative authority for 
cooperation in the program. 
In 
most cases their legislatures don’t 
meet until 1957 or later, hence de­ 
lays on this score are strongly in­ 
dicated. 
The key feature of the program 
is the 41,000-mile interstate road 
network, yet factual data are lack­ 
ing even for the beginning phases 
cf this effort. 
States and com­ 
munities as a whole do not have 
enough spadework completed on 
possible highway locations, prob­ 
lems involved in land acquisition, 
and so on. 
Sometimes these troubles can be 
m et awiftly, but not always. Chi­ 
cago needed IS years to get all the 
land for its Congress street super­ 
highway. 
Warnings have 
gone out that 
there may not be enough traffic 
engineers around to do the job. 
Government pay scales aren’t high 
enough to attract the needed man­ 
power. Unless a pay boost comes 
in many cases, the problem may 
not be licked. 
In addition there are the natural 
delays that follow from having to 
deal with many, many local and 
state governments, often within a 
limited geographic area. To get 
agreement on plans and routes can 
be almost as hard as winning So­ 
viet approval of a proposition in 
the United Nations. 
The engineers at San Francisco 
questioned, too, whether sufficient 
public support can be mustered 
for some parts of the vast project. 
Without that backing, 
important 
gaps in the 41,000-mile web might 
exist for years. 
The program is projected, of 
course, over a 13-year period. But 
it will taka much longer than that 
if there is not a spirited attack 
now on the 
hard-nut 
obstacles 
looming in its path. 
Washington has waved a $33.8 
billion wand, bqt it has wrought 
no magic. Ahead is tough, grubby 
work at the state, regional and lo­ 
cal level. 
The highway program today is a 
bright promise 
Only American 
citizens rn every comer of the land 
can make it a fact.

flours and flours to bake those

Hard Wheat Chit Of Place 
Nonetheless, 
some farmers in 
the soft wheat belt are growing 
hard wheats. 
This is surprising 
to us at the Dixon Springs Experi­ 
ment Station, because George Mc- 
Kibben in his closely controlled 
variety trials, has found no yield 
advantage for the hard wheat over 
such soft varieties as Seneca, Sa 
line and Knox. 
Even if a yield 
and price advantage existed for 
hard wheats, growing them in this 
area would be unwise We are told 
that hard wheats moved into soft 
wheat areas become intermediate, 
neither hard nor soft, with milling 
qualities 
that suit neither 
the 
bread flour nor the cake flour mill­ 
er. 
Eventually we could expect 
nothing but a reduced market and 
lower prices for all wheat coming 
from a mixed wheat area. 


Stop—Thimk

Forecast 
Record Crops 


SPRINGFIELD (IPU- The State 
Federal Crop Reporting Service to­ 
day forecast all-time records in 
both yield and total production for 
Illinois’ 1956 corn 
and soybean 
crops. 
The corn crop was estimated at 
587 million bushels and the soy 
bean crop at 136 million bushels. 
This would m .ke the corn crop 23 
million bushels greater than the 
previous record and the soybean 
crop 38 per cent greater than last 
year’s crop. 
The present yield estimate for 
the corn crop is 68 bushels per 
acre, 5 bushels greater than the 
previous high set in 1948 and 13 
bushels greater than the 10-year 
average. 
The present soybean yield esti 


scheduled over periods 
years. 
A housing loan will be secured 
by a mortgage on the borrower’s 
farm.

SIU Country Column

The arrival of fall, signalling the 
maturing of grass pastures, and 
the approach of freezing weather 
which will end legumes for good 
grazing means that farmers hav­ 
ing 
dairy 
cattle in 
production 
should be thinking about supple­ 
menting pasture with some hay 
or silage. 
Grain 
feeding 
also 
should be increased according to 
the cows* volume of milk produc­ 
tion. The better the cow as a milk 
producer, the more supplementing 
will be necessary lf the volume of 
milk flow is to stay up. 
The main reason for feeding con­ 
centrates is to supplement the 
roughness. The amount of protein 
required in the grain mixture de­ 
pends entirely upon the roughage 
quality. 
Poor quality roughage—such as 
non-legume hay which is weedy 
or was damaged by rain while 
being cured—requires as high as 
20 percent total protein in supple­ 
mental 
feeding. 
On the 
other 
hand, high quality legume rough­ 
age requires only about eight per­ 
cent total protein. 
Unfortunately, most roughage! 
available for feeding to dairy cat­ 
tle in this area are not of this high 
quality, according to Howard Ol­ 
son, a dairy specialist at Southern 
Illinois University. 
Here are general rules to follow 
in choosing the concentrate requir­ 
ed: 
When the roughage is high qual 
ity pasture or an excellent grade 
of legume hay or silage, supple­ 
ment with 8 to ll percent protein. 
With medium quality legume or 
good grass-legume mixture hays 
and grass silage, use ll to 14 per­ 
cent protein. A common feeding 
practice in this same group could 
be good quality legume hay and 
com silage with the added protein. 
When feeding low protein rough­ 
ages, such as stemmy legume hays 
and average quality grass hays or 
grass and corn silage, supplement 
with 14 to 17 percent protein. 
The poorest quality roughages, 
such as over ripe grass hay, straw, 
or corn stover need 17 to 20 per­ 
cent protein However, such rough­ 
age ought to be fed. only to dry 
cattle or used for emergencies 
A 
high producing cow deserves and 
needs better roughages if she is 
to keep up her normal flow of milk 
If the cow is allowed to go down 
in milk production because of an 
unbalanced ration, it is difficult to 
get the volume back up again 
The amount of grain needed per 
cow depends on the volu rifle as well 
as the fat content of milk produc­ 
ed. 
Hence, some breeds of dairy 
cattle require more grain than oth 
ers. A suggestion is that Holstein, 
Brown Swiss and Ayrshire dairy 
cows receive one pound of grain 
for every four pounds of milk pro­ 
duced. Jerseys and Guernseys re­ 
quire a little heavier proportion 


OC gram — ors pound Ss Bam 
pounds of* milk. 
Dairy specialists saJ that grain 
available on the farm ought to 
make up the bulk of the grain mix­ 
ture, adding enough soybean meal 
or other high protein feed to bring 
the total up to the level needed 
for the kind of roughage used. 
Usually the supplement with the 
highest percent of protein is the 
most economical to use with farm 
Igrown grains. 
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mate is 28.5 bushels per acre, 3 
bushels greater than the previous 
high. 
The service said “it seems un­ 
likely that final harvest returns 
will alter materially present yield 
indications.” It said weather con­ 
ditions have been almost perfect 
for harvest of corn and soybeans, 
although it has been too dry for 
fall plowing and planting. 


Dry Spring Causes Tree-Planting Loss 


A spot check in 25 northern Illi­ 
nois counties recently showed an 
average loss of about 50 percent 
in 1956 spring tree planting demon­ 
stration sites. 
Harold Scholten, extension for­ 
ester at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, who made 
the check, says that most of the 
tree losses he found happened dur­ 
ing one spring dry spell after the 
trees were planted. 
Normally you could expect spring 
rains to provide enough soil mois 
turf for survival and growth of 
newly planted trees, Scholten says. 
But an unusual and critical dry 
spell during early spring, along 
with the dry fall and winter, was 
the primary cause of the heavy 
tree losses. 
While as an average about half 
of the planted trees were lost, ac­ 
tual survival rates ranged from 
IO to 95 percent, the forester re­ 
ports. 
Survivals 
were 
best on 
sites where there was enough soil 
moisture at time of planting, and 
poorest where there was little or 
no soil moisture when the trees 
were planted. 
On one farm with a IOO percent 
loss, a dairy herd broke through 
the fence and ate or trampled all 
the trees that survived the drouthy 
weather. 
Other losses were due 
to competition from weeds, grass, 
alfalfa 
and 
other 
vegetative 
growth. 
Last year’s dry fall and 
winter also caused some loss of

other trees of all sizes and ages. 
Red, white, jack and Scotch pine 
were represented in the plantings 
The check showed a great varia­ 
tion in survivals according to soil 
types, vegetation and topography. 
Most Illinois farmers who plant 
nursery tree stock will not experi­ 
ence such high losses. But if you 
need to replace lost stock or plan 
new plantings, you can get tree 
order blanks from 
your county 
farm adviser. Others will be fill 
ed from the state nurseries next 
spring on a first-come, first-served 
basis.
